15 recall, Louis George and 
William Lewis Sr. were 
elected Tuesday to the Al- 
bany City Council. 

They will serve out the 
six-week, unexpired terms 
of recalled councilmen 
Patrick Griffin and 


US survey 
of Albany 
scheduled 


ALBANY — Local rep- 
resentatives of the U. S. 
Bureau of the Census will 
conduct a survey ‘of 
employment in the Albany 
area during the week of 
February 20, John E. 
Tharaldson, director of the 
Bureau’s regional office in 
Seattle, announced today. 

The survey is conducted 
monthly for the U.S. De- 
partment of Labdr, using a 
Scientifically designed 
sample of approximately 
70,000 households through- 
out the United States. 
Employment and Un- 
employment statistics 
based on the results of this 
survey are used to provide 
a continuing measure of 
the economic health of the 
nation. 

‘For example,’’ 
Tharaldson said, ‘in De- 
cember the survey indi- 
cated that of the 98.9 mill- 
ion men and women in the 
U.S. civilian labor force, 
92.6 million were 
employed. The nation’s 
unemployment rate was 
6.4 percent, compared with 
6.9 percent in October. 
This was the lowest un- 
employment rate recorded 
since the fall of 1974. 

“Information supplied by 
individuals,”’ he added, ‘*is 
kept strictly confidential 
by law and the results are 
used only to compile statis- 
tical totals.”

In a low voter turnout, 
George received 1,713 
votes and Lewis 1,723 
votes. Their nearest com- 
peeitte pace ee An- 
drew W. Heffernon re- 
ceived 672 votes. 

Though Griffin’s name 
was on the special election 
ballot, the California Court 
of Appeal recently ruled 
the votes could not be 
counted because Griffin 
had been recalled. Gleason 
was not a candidate in the 
election. 

City Attorney Lawrence 
Saler ordered a “courtesy 
count” of Griffin's votes to 
be issued this afternoon. 

The vote totals for the 
other candidates were: 
Ray F. Beitz, 582; Clayton 
G. Berling, 623; Joseph 
Pujols, 44; Robert i 
Good, 357; and Gregory H. 
Pearson, 29. 

George, owner of Albany 
Television Service, and 
Lewis, a federal govern- 
ment employee, received 
the support of an alliance 
of business interests and 
residents who opposed the 
more liberal politics of 
Griffin and Gleason. 

The vote was tabulated 
on a computer and the 
count was completed an 
hour after the polls closed. 
A total of 3,118 of Albany’s 
8,803 voters, 35.7 percent 
went to the polls to cast 
their ballots for the two 
vacancies on the council.

Be Prepared. Know where your fuse boxes or 
circuit breakers are located 
Locate the main switch 
box— usually near the 
spot where the PG&E 
electric service wires 
connect to your house, 
or near your PG&E elec- 
tric meter. Locate any 
additional fuse box or 
boxes—~usually in a#. 
closet or utility room. * 
Keep spare fuses handy 


Check the Neighbors. If your lights should go 
out, check to see if other homes in your neigh- 
borhood have lights. If the power is off in your 
home only, you may have a blown fuse or 
tripped circuit breaker 


Determine the Cause. Blown fuses or tripped 
circuit breakers are often caused by having too 
many lamps or appliances connected to one 
outlet or circuit. Another 
possibility is adefective cord 
on a lamp or appliance. To 
check. unplug all lamps or 
appliances on the affected 
circuit, looking for defective 
A plugs or cords while doing 
so. Replace the blown fuse 
or reset the tripped circuit 
breaker, following the pro- 
cedures given below. Then

To Replace a Fuse. First turn the main switch 
to OFF."

Cartridge Fuses. Be sure the main switch is 
“OFF” while you are changing cartridge fuses 
You won't be able to visually tell exactly which 
cartridge fuse is blown. In this case. test by 


safely replacing each fuse with a new one until 
you find the blown fuse. Generally it’s a good 
idea to replace all cartridge fuses in a circuit 
when one blows 


To Reset a Circuit Breaker. A tripped circuit 

breaker will probably be out of the ‘ON’ posi- 
tion, Move the affected : 
| circuit breaker handle 
| all the way to the 
| “OFF” position (for 
some circuit breakers, 
a moderate pressure 
in the “OFF” direction 
is necessary to cause 
them to reset). Then 
move the handle to 
the “ON” position. If 
the affected circuit 
breaker does not 
indicate that it has 
tripped (its handle , 
has not moved from “ON” position), and you 
do not know which circuit breaker controls the 
affected circuit, try resetting all circuit breakers.
